Mr. Smith, who was the top 
candidate;for the open position 
and {5 in negotiations with Belle 
Glade, 1s. asking for a severance 
package that, according to City 
Attorney Charles Schoech, could 
be extremely costly to the city if 
théy terminate him soon after he 

hired via 

Mr. Smith's. contract states 

that if he is terminated in the first 

year, he would receive 12 months 
severance pay. If let go in the sec- 
ond year, he:would receive nine 


months severance pay. If letgo in 
the fourth or fifth year of employ- 
ment, he would get six months 
severance pay. 

"If you terminated Mr. Smith 
at the next meeting," Mr. Schoech 
‘said, adding that he had heard 
this might happen after the new 
commissioners take office, "it 
could cost the city almost a half 
million dollars.” 

Some of the provisions in Mr. 


» Smith's submitted contract from 


his attorney, according to Mr. 
Schoech, are in direct conflict 
with the city's charter. The por- 


- tion referred to concerns Mr. 


Smith's request that the city pay 
for his housing in. Belle Glade. 
Mr, Schoech said the city’s char- 
ter clearly states that public 
funds ‘cannot be used for private 
use and’ this 
‘Smith's request would violate the 
city's charter, 

“In this case, the charter pre- 
valls,” said Mr. Schoech, “and the 
city cannot enter into this con- 
tract.” 

Vice Mayor D. Bill Mathis 
said, “I am very troubled by this 
contract. I've know Tory Smith

for years. I'm not concerned 
about the color of his skin. I'm 
concerned about this contract:
